QUEBEC BRIDGE 
COLLAPSED. 


EIGHTY-FIVE LIVES LOST. 


Pad 


Quebec, Aug. 29.—The great 
Quebec bridge collapsed late this 
afternoon and tonight’s estimate 
places the losa of life at 85. 

The bridge fell at 5.30 this 
evening just as many of the 
workmen were preparing to leave. 
The accident was so terrible in its 
effectiveness in wiping out the 
lives of the men employed that 
very liitle is known as to the 
cause of the disaster. 

There were 92 men working on. 
the bridge and only 8 escaped. 
Of ‘the other 84, sixteen have 
been taken from the water dead, 
and it is feared that the majority 
of the others have been either 
drowned or crushed by the falling 
girders. 

GROANS AND SHRIEKS. 


The horror of the situation is 
increased by-the fact that there 
were a number of wounded 
pinned under the wreckage near 
the shore. Their groans and 
shrieks can be plainly heard by 
the crowd who have gathered at 
the water’s edge, but nothing so 
far can be done to rescue them 
or relieve their sufferings. ‘there 
are no searchlights available, 
and by the feeble light of lan- 
terns it is impossible to even lo- 
cate some of the sufferers. 


A MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 


Work was was going on as 
usual, the men being employed 
in placing immense girders in 
position. For this work a track 
had been laid on the bridge, and 
an engine with freight’ cara and 
several heavy cranes were em- 
ployed getting the steel into pos- 
ition. . 

The engine was seen to start 
out for the end of the bridge, and 
as it approached the ‘end the 
first premonition of the disas er 
was felt-by the engineer. His: 
engine continued to move, 

The outward end of — the 
structure literally ducked a 
little, and a moment later col- 
lapsed. This much has been 
gathered from the engineer, who 
had a marvellous escape. He 
went down with his engine. How 
he escaped he does not know. He 
was picked up later by a koat 
and became unconscious. When 
he recovered his senses he knew 
& | but little beyond the fact that he 
m |felt the bridge going and knew 
he was falling. When he retuined 
to consciousness he was on shore. 
The rest of his crew are still in 
the river, 

At the moment of the collapse 
a locomotive and nine carloads 
of iron had gone upon _ the 
bridge. They went down with the 
wreck, It is suspected that some 
hidden defect had developed. 
The. men killed were mostly 
Americans in the employ of the 
Phoenix Bridge company of 
Pheonixville, Pa. 


AN AWFUL PLUNGE. 


The- survivors are so com- 
pletely numbed by the disaster 
that they are unable to tell ex- 
actly how it happened. Those on 
shore say that the north end of 
the arch bent down a little and a 
moment later the whole enormous 
fabric began to stretch. down 


plunge which churned up the 
‘river and left only a blank where 
a& moment before had been the 
beginning of the world’s greatest 
bridge. 

VILLAGES IN MOURNING. 


There is scarcely a family in 
the villages‘of St. Renmald and 
New Liverpool which- has not 
been bereaved, while in some 
cases five and six menof a single 
family have been killed. Driv- 
ing through the village from al- 
most every house the sound of 
lamentation is heard. 

The bridge was about a mile 
and a half in length, and half of 
it from the south shore to mid- 
stream crumpled up and dropped 
into the water. - ‘ 

Ninety men were at work on 
this section of the structure, and 
the whistle had just blown at 5.30 
for the men to quit work for the 
| day, when there came a grinding 
sound from the bridge midstream. 
The'men turned to see what had 
happened, and an instant later 
the cry went up ‘‘the bridge is 
falling!’? The men made a rush 
shoreward, but the-distance was 
too great for them to escape. 


DRAGGED DOWN TO DEATH. . 


_ The falling section of the bridge 
dragged others after it, the 
snapping girders and_ cables 
booming like a crash of artill- 
ery. Terror lent fleetness to the 
feet of the- frightened workmen 
as they sped shorewards, byt 
only a few of them reached safety 
before the last piece of ironwork 
on the south shore was dragged 
into the river. 

Near the shore the wreckage 
of the bridge did not go below 
the surface of the water, and the 
workmen who remained above 
water were rescued and taken to 
the hospital at Levis.

They not only make nice jelly. bags, 
but several put together and stitched 
an the machine make good dish cloths 
or wash cloths. Gloves that will take 
the place of rubber gloves when work- 
ing iu the garden or washing. dishes 
ure made by. dipping old gloves into 
hot Hnseed ofl, which renders them 
waterproof, Black lace can be fresh- 
ened to look like new by washing in 
water into which has: been put a little 
ammoula, then rinsed in strong coffee.

BLOUSE HOLDER. 


A Great Convenience For . Carrying 
Lingerie Waists, “04 
The woman who wishes to carry sev:. 
eral shirt waists in a sult case without 
mussing them, will find it a great con- 
venience to make this sort of holder 
for the delicate lingerie blouses: 
First cut-out two rectangular pieces 
of cardboard just:as:large-as will fit 
comfortably in: your sult case. Next. 
cut out‘a:piece of tan coutil and a piece 
of colored sateen, both being just half 
un Inch wider: than’ the length of the 
cardboard and-a full foot longer.than’ 
the width of the board. ‘If you desire 
to decorate the top of the cover, stencil 
one end.of*the coutil with any bright 
‘design and when the dye is ‘quite dry. 
press ‘it with a rather‘ hot Iron.. Now 
lay, together ‘the right ‘sides of the cou- 
til and the sateen and seam them along 
three edges, leaving the stenclled end 
open. Next: turn this bag, ‘fit one sec- 
on. of cardboard .between- the corner 
and the lning, pushing It against the 
seamed, far end, and fasten it In place 
by a row of machine stitching run 
close to its free edge. Then.run a par- 
allel row of &titching just.four {nches 
beyond the first and ‘slip In the’ other: 
board, pressing it against this. line of 
sewing.: Turn in the stenciled edges of. 
the. coutil andthe sateen until they 
both lie evenly. against the cardboard, 
Insert two lined ‘straps.of the coatil 
long enough :to reach one and one-half 
times around the case and finally stitch 
up this last opening. Sew three or four 
buttons to these straps very. near. thelr. 
starting points and work a strong but- 
tonhole ‘in’ the pointed end of’ either 
belt, for by means of- this very simple 
arrangement you make the case tight- 
er or looser as occasion requires. In 
the interlor sew two/sets.of narrow 
satin ribbon, two over. elther cardboard 
section, these belng used: to.hold the 
shirt waists in place inside the case.

, Potato Muffins, Beef Tea In Haste and 
Escaloped Eggs. ~_ 

Potato, Muflins.—These are delicious. 
Use three large mealy potatoes, two 
ounces of butter, two eggs, a cupful 
of yeast, three piuts of tiour, one pint 
of warm water, one small teaspoonful 
of soda and a little sult. Boi) and 
mash the potntoes, keeping them as 
dry as possible. Beat them smooth 
‘with the butter and salt, adding suffi- 
cieut warm water to make the consist- 
ency of very thick cream. Well whip 
the eggs, mix them in and then add 
the dricd and sifted flour. Mix all to- 
gether, add a pint of warm water, stir 
In the soda and yeast and alluw the 
mixture to stand all night. Next morn- 
ing bake the muflins on a griddle unti) 
they are a pale brown. 

Beef Tea In Huste.—Cut the fat from 
a pound of leun, juicy beef, put It on 
a board and with a strong, sharp knife 
serape It so quickly that the lean be- 
comes a fine pulp, leaving only the 
stronger muucles unused. Have ready 
a very small saucepan, put in the pulp- 
ed meat, cover with four tablespoon- 
fuls of cold water, beat it with a sil- 
ver fork to free the juice and place it 
on back part of the stove on an asbes- 
tus mat to heat gradually, pressing the 
pulp occasionally for six or eight min- 
utes. Strain, add a few grains of salt, 
‘simmer for about two seconds, and ‘it 
is ready for use. ; 

Potato Pudding.—Take one-half pound 
of potatoes, one-half pound of. sugar, 
one-half pound of butter, one teaspoon- 
ful of baking powder, five eggs and 
the juice and rind of a lemon;. press 
the potatoes: after boiling through a 
Bleve, add the sugar, the butter~(pre- 
viously beaten to o cream), the eggs 
(well beaten) and the juice and rind of 
the lemon, the latter to be grated fine; 
mix all thoroughly together, put Into 
a buttered dish and bake for half an 

_hour ina quick oven. Serve at once. 

* Escaloped  Eggs:— Six! hard © bulled 
eggs, chopped fine; one cup of ham or 
corned beef, chopped; one cup of crack- 
er crumbs. Moisten the cracker crumbs 
with one-fourth. cup of! melted butter 
and two cups ‘of scalded. milk: (not boil- 
ed). When the milk Js scalded, have 
ready two even teaspoonfuls of butter 
and two of flour, thoroughly mixed and 
free. from. lumps. . Pour the milk grad- 


“|-alally into the “thickening.” - Stir until 


‘smooth and season with salt. Arrange 
‘one-third of the cracker crumbs and 
cover with one-half of the egg and 
one-half of the meat. Repeat and then 
put the remainder of the crumbs on 
top.

GRAFT IN CANADA. 


Church Conferences Condemn Polltt- 
cal Conditions In the Dominion. 
The great church conferences of Can- 

‘ada this year are over, and at every 

one of them the cry against graft in 

politics was heard. So widespread, 
so general, and so deep rooted a ris- 
ing against the evil that dominates 
the country has never before been 
experienced in-the history of the 

Dominion. 

At the Ottawa Anglican synod a 
resolution was placed on the records 
‘recognizing the-. urgont cate of the 
clergy to work for the exclusion of 
tainted parliamentary and legislative 
~candidates, and-to put good-men in 
their places. The executive- commit- 
tee of the Anglican synod of Toronto 
was instructed to insert in its report 
a clause expressing the convict-on 
that a great purification not only of 
politics but of finance and sociai and 
business methods was -imperatively 
demanded, and the~bishops, clergy, 
and laymen of the church should take 
a leading part in changing the pres- 
ent state of affairs. 

At the Presbyterian general assem- 
bly at Montreal the outcry against 
graft and for moral reform resulted 
in a committee being appointed to 
take vigorous action in thut direction, 
after a notable series of apeeches de- 
elaring that the effects of graft to- 
day in Canada are worse even than 
those of drink. 

At the Methodist conference, a 
resolution was carned for an earnest 
campaign against graft, and adopting 
the resolution establishing a Chris- 
tian lobby in Parliament and the 
Legislature in furtherance of the ob- 
jects desired. From various parts of 
Canada where candidates have been 
nominated for Parliament or local 
Legislatures reports come of refusal 
after refusal of the best available 
men to allow themselves to be nom- 
inated, giving as the reason their re- 
pugnance to becoming members of 
assemblies now so notoriously asso- 
ciated with all that is worst in he 
man life. ee’

While 
Mr. Emmerson is succeeded as a 
minister of railways by Dr. 
Pugsley. 

Mr. Graham has of course, no 
seat in the house, neither for 
that matter has Dr. Pugsley. 
Both are graduates ‘from the 
provincial school of politics. But 
from this point of view, the ap- 
pointment of the former is much 
more remarkable than that of the 
latter. It amounts to a declar- 
ation by Sir Wilfrid Laurier that, 
in.the great province of Ontario, 
not one solitary elected member 


‘}is capable of filling a ‘cabinet 


position. That is not exactly a 


‘|compliment to men like Archibald 


Campbell, Hon. R. F. Sutherland 
W. S. Calvert, Hugh Guthrie, or 
others who could be mentioned 
and is likely to cause soma justi- 
fiable resentment. - 

For some time back the inclusion 
of Dr. Pugsley has been regarded 
as inevitable, although the best 
opinion in his own party -regards 
him with coldness and suspicion. 
He is emphatically the politician 
as opposed to the statesman. 
Still, he cannot do much to lower 
the tone of the cabinet. It has 
long since deterlorated, if not 
below, at least to his level, and 
he is certainly to be credited 
with some brains and activity.

The Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, as well as the 
Department of Agriculture of 
Ontario, have been carrying on 
for sometime now, a large number 
of experiments for the purpose 
of demonstrating as early as 
possible the cost of producing 
bacon hogs. “Qne of the most 
elaborate of these experiments 
was that carried on last year by 
Prof. Day, with the co-operation 
of nearly halfa score of farmers 
in different parts of Ontario. 
The results of this and some 
other experiments have been. re- 
ported at the Winter Fairs at 
Guelph, and on such occasions a 
demand ‘has more than once been 
made on bshalf of the farmers 
that the packers be asked to show 
up the cost of transporting these 
hogs into bacon. But this de- 


“|mand a reasonable one under the 


circumstances has fallen on deaf 
ears. 

While however, the packers 
have refused to voluntarily place 
their figures before a farmers’ 
gathering some facts which serve 
the same purpose were brought 
out inan action recently tried in 
this city. The action was for the 
purpose of determining the allot-

DAILY EXERCISING. 
Te Keop the Body Symmetrical Take a 
Few Minutes Night and Morning. 

To keep the body symmetrical take a 
few minutes night and morning for ex- 
erclse. Study to find out what is re- 
quired to develop the parts of the body 
that need it, so there will be a sym- 
metrical whole, 

It is not necessary to go to a gymna- 
slum for this or to have complicated 
apparatus, 

Practice deep breathing exercises for 
the circulation and to develop the chest 
and lungs. Inhale slowly apd to the 
full capacity .of the lungs, hold the 
breath for a few seconds and then as 
slowly exhale the breath. 

At first one gets dizzy, but it will 
grow easier. One should do it a dozen 
-times night and morning. Resistance 
exercises are admirable. 

Push up against imaginary resist- 
ance witb both arms, raising them 
straight as far as possible above the 
head, gradually rising on the feet until 
standing on tiptoe, the body stretched 
upward as far as ft {1s possible, then 
return gradually to the position of ; 
standing with the bands close to the 
aides of the body. 

Afterward push directly forward in 
the same manner ind then downward. 
To exercise the trunk muscles Iie on 
the back upon a rug on the floor; then 
raise the body to a sitting posture, 
pushing forward with both hands. In 
all these exercises the hands should be 
tightly clinched into fists, which will 
stiffen and exercise the muscles of the 
arms, : 

While lying on the floor push the 
feet up, holding the legs straight and 
as close together aos possible. Bring 
the feet up as if pushing a great 
“ welght. 

As soon as these exercises are learn- 
ed and can be done with ease they 
sbould be practiced a given number of 
times nigbt and morning by those 
whose bodies need developing and 
whose occupation keeps them from 
taking a required amount of exercise.

The following Is a 
good formula: Thirty grains of pulver- 
ized borax dissolved in two and one- 
half ounces of lemon juice make a 
lotion that is very effective in keeping 
freckles in abeyance where it agrees 
with the skin. It should be applied at 
night after the face has been thorough- 
ly washed and rinsed. 

A liquid powder that-will whiten the 
neck in effect is made of one ounce of 
pure oxide of zinc, one dram of glycer- 
in, four ounces of rosewater and fif- 
teen drops of essence of roses. Dis- 
solve the zinc {n enough of the rose- 
water to dissolve. Mingle the essence 
with the glycerin, adding -the remain- 
der of the rosewater, Then combine 
the two mixtures. Apply with a piece 
of gauze, shaking before using.

3mallpox, in the same: manner cattle 
are rendered immune -from Blackleg 
and ‘Anthrax.

‘Until recently, 
by special arrangement. with exten- 
tive manufacturers in. the United 
States, these products were secured 
at a reduced cost, and were placed 
in the hands of- Canadian cattle 
raisers’ at ten cents.-per: dose for 
Blackleg vaccine and fourteen cents 
ner_dose for Anthrax vaccine. It is 
que to the fact that theac prepara- 
tions nro now ‘being made. at the 
biologieal laboratory in connection 
with the Health of Animals branch 
that thev ean be supplied at five 
cents per dose. 

The vaccine for Blacklet may . be 
administered by. anv intelligent per- 
son bv means of. an instrument aun- 


nlied. by the department at fifty 
cents. ° 
Anthrax vaccine, which (is also 


sunnlied at five cents. ner dose, is 
more -diffies't to administer, requir- 
ing qualified veterinarian to. trent 
an_animal. 

Cattle raisers who have fear of an 
attnele of either Blacklee or Anthrax 
would do-well to applv to the Veter- 
inarv Director-General nt Ottawn for 
the proper preventive treatment.
